Stupendous Battle is

Advance Broken By Belgians In One Engagement at 


Bayonets' Point—Considered Beginning of First 
Real Battle of War—French Experts Realize Im- 
port of Mighty Effort to Break Into France, But 
Confident Allied Army Will Crush It—Refugees 
Crowding Into Brussels. 


Returning Americans Give the Details of Liege Battle 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


New York, Aug. 19.—First hand tales of the fight- at Liege and 


grim narratives of the war sweeping Europe came into port today on 
the lips of American refugees from the continent aboard the Red Star 
liner Findland. 
Many of the Americans ahoard were without money or 


baggage; some had tyeen held as spies; others had made their way on 
foot from the interior of Beligium.to Antwerp ajnid the scenes and 
dangers of warlare and nearly all had stories ot hardships encountered 
in the fight. 
With a Dutch pilot aboard -Captain 
Barman 
steered 
his 
ship 


through a little-used channel oC the harbor of Antwerp to the Nortn 
sea where he found the horizon smudged with the smoke 
of 
British 


battleships. 


Time after time the'ship was stopped by war vessels, although she 


flew the American Flag. 
James A. Patten of Chicago^ and Mrs. Patten, passengers, said they 


were in Carlsbad when war 'was'' declared between Germany and Russia. 
They left for Nuremberg in, an automobile and arriving there were taken 
to the guard house and rigidly cross questioned before they were allow- 
ed to continue. They boarded a crowded train for Ostend but got no 
further than Boulogne. 
There they found themselves in a vortex of 


mobilizing troops and marching citizens which choked the streets. Af- 
ter long delay they managed to get aboard another train for the bord- 
er, but got no further than the little town of Herbathal 
near 
the 


frontier which they reached at 10 o'clock at night in a downpour of 
rain. 


"We managed to maike our way into a little cafe," 
Mr. Patten 


said, "and there we got one slice of bread apiece—our first meal for 
the day. 
N 
Tc\t day I hired a horse; and cart to take us over the Bel- 


gium frontier to Verciers. Three other Americans were with us. 


"On the toad we passed most pitiful processions of German refu- 
gess fleeing Horn Belgium. 
Some were in vehicles, but 
the 
majority 


were trudgm", in the dust, pushing or pulling their baggage in carts. 
Women with babies at the breast were walking under the noonday sun. 


"From Vcrviers we proceeded by another cart toward Liege. 
Wo 


had not progifssed three miles when we came upon a party of Belgian 
engineers eim.iged in mining the road. 
They had great piles of dyna- 


mite stacked ready to plant in the ditches they were digging across the 
roadway. They advised us we had better go to Liege by another road; 
we hastened to do so. 


"Two hours later another party of Americans were halted at that 


very spot by a skirmish between th'.j Belgians and Uhlans. They were 
Icrred to Ho in a ditch while the Belgians fired over them. 
Next day 


3,000 Germans were killed by the 'mines we had seen the 
engineers 


planting. 
J 


"We armed at Liege at I o'clock on the afternoon of Aug. 4 and 


managed to g<'t a train for Brussels two hours later. 
But we did not 


leave before \ve heard the thunder of the forts' cannon repulsing the 
first onslaught of the Germans. Tfie town was cold with fear." 
' 


Complete silence is maintained as 


to the fortunes of war in 
the 
big 


fight understood to be in progress 
somewhere along a line extending 
through Belgium Luxemburg.

spatches give evidence of the pres- 
ence of masses of German 
troops

White 
bread, which plays an important role 
with the French people, is thus ex-" 
tremely poor in really nourishing food, 
and it is to the increasing consumption 
of it that many hygienists ascribe in 
France the racial enfeeblement, the 
diminution of stature and even the 
present development of tuberculosis. 
Representations have frequently been 
widely made on this subject, but with- 
out effect for the bakers can provide 
only what the public demands.—Paris 
Letter to London Lancet.

The gorilla and chimpanzee, which 


belong to the higher order of apes, 
have many points of resemblance to' 
gian, but there is qne thing they can- 
not do—that is, twiddle their thumbs. 
In the gorilla tbe thumb is short and 
does not reach much beyond the bot- 
tom of the first joint of the forefinger. 
It is very much'restricted in its move- 
ments, and the animal can neither 
twiddle his thumbs nor turn them 
round so that the> tips describe a circle. 
There are the same number of bones 
In tbe hand of a gorilla as In the hand 
of a man, but the thumbs of the mon- 
key have no separate flexor or bending 
muscle. This is why a monkey always 
keeps the thumb on the game side as 
J.ho fingers and never bends it round 
any object that may be grasped. In 
the gorilla the web between the fingers 
extends to the second joint, the lingers 
taper to the tips, and there Is a callos- 
ity on the knuckles on which the ani- 
mal rests when walking ou all fours.
